But whaf Is 
really required ot the Seven 
Is that they heed tha just de- 
mands o! the developing coun- 
tries themselves. And what ll 
needed as follows: first, collec- 
tivo measures to help the most 
needy “third world" countries

' nomle crisis; second, a world- 
wide agreement on a world 
market exchange which would 
stamp out Inequality and discri- 
mination towards economically 
underdeveloped nations, estab-

Standing togclhcr In (lie square tn order ol helghl, are the 
famous, finely proportioned, Ivan Ihe Great Bell-Tower; next 
to it — the Assumption Belfry shorter In height but sturdier, 
also topped by a golden "helmet" and last of all— with Us 
golden-pointed “cap" — comes the PhJIarel Belfry. 

Thoy were bull! towering over Cathedral Square at diffe- 
rent limes. The Ivan the Great Bell-Tower went up at the be- 
ginning of (he 10th century, scores of bells being placed lu Its 
embrasures. Twenty-five years later, came the maBBive lour- 
flercd Assumption Belfry with even larger bells. ThlB was 
during the reign of Ivan the Terrible. Bach time be conquered 
a town, Ivan removed Its bells to his capita) and had (hem 
added to the belfry to celebrate Moscow's victoria. 

The third belfry was erected a century later, and named af- 
ter Patriarch Philnret. 

These three buildings were designed first and foremost as 
belfries, though they also served as welch towers, repertories 
and cathedrals. 

There are many churches In Cathedral Square but not one 
has a belfry.

(wo adjacent belfries were more than sufficient for their 
needs.
